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Sir: 



The applicants have received a Notice of Allowance for the above-referenced patent 
application. The Determination of Patent Term Adjustment Under 35 U.S.C. 154(b) that 
accompanied the Notice of Allowance indicates that the patent will be entitled to 145 days of Patent 
Term Adjustment. Applicants respectfully assert that this Patent Term Adjustment Determination is 
incorrect. Applicants believe the correct Patent Term Adjustment should be 435 days. 

The subject application was filed on November 13, 2001. A Notice to File Missing Parts 
dated January 9, 2002 was subsequently received in the application. The Notice indicated that an 
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executed Oath or Declaration was required, along with a computer readable copy of the Sequence 
Listing as filed in the application. Therefore, applicants filed a response to the Notice that was 
received in the Patent Office on May 1, 2002, which included executed Declarations by the 
inventors, copies of the Sequence Listings in computer readable format and a Statement regarding 
the Sequence Listing. Applicants' representative is not in possession of the original return receipt 
postcard for this submission. This application was transferred to the below signed after the May 1 , 
2002 submission and previous counsel did not provide the original postcard with the transferred file. 
However, enclosed is a copy of the Response to the Notice to File Missing Parts of Nonpro visional 
Application, which lists the documents received in the Patent Office OIPE on May 1, 2002. Also 
enclosed is a copy of the Transmittal Form that accompanied said Response. The Transmittal Form 
contains a typographical error, in that it does not indicate that a CD accompanied the response. 
However, it is noted that a Patent Office employee wrote at the top of the document "Box CD rom" 
which applicants believe indicates that a box containing the CD rom was received and the Patent 
Office employee was acknowledging same on the Transmittal form. This response constituted a 22 
day applicant delay . 

Applicants then received a Notice to Comply with Requirements for Patent Applications 
Containing Nucleotide Sequence and/or Amino Acid Sequence Disclosures mailed June 12, 2002. 
The Notice requested another computer readable copy of the Sequence Listings. A complete 
response to the this Notice To Comply, including another CD-ROM containing the electronic 
version of the sequences, was filed on August 12, 2002 and received in the Patent Office OIPE on 
August 16, 2002. Enclosed is a copy of the return receipt postcard indicating that applicants reply 
was received on August 16, 2002. This constituted no applicant delay. 

Applicants then received a second Notice to Comply with Requirements for Patent 
Applications Containing Nucleotide Sequence and/or Amino Acid Sequence Disclosures mailed 
November 14, 2002. The Notice to Comply again requested a computer readable copy of the 
Sequence Listing. A response to the second Notice to Comply was filed on February 14, 2003 and 
received by the Patent Office OIPE on February 20, 2003. This constituted a 6 day applicant delay. 

The PAIR record indicates a 3 17 day applicant delay in responding to the original Notice to 
File Missing Parts. Applicants respectfully assert that this is in error because, as outlined above, 
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applicants filed a response to each and every Notice received from the Patent Office. The total 
applicant delay during the period from January 9, 2002 to February 20, 2003 should be only 28 days . 

The remainder of the PAIR record appears to be correct. There is a 519 day Patent Office 
delay in issuing the Restriction Requirement. In addition, there is a further applicant delay of 57 
days for replying to the first Office Action. 

The applicants respectfully submit that they are entitled to 434 days of Patent Term 
Adjustment (519 days of Patent Office delay reduced by 85 days of applicants' delay, as outlined 
above). Applicants respectfully request that the Patent Term Adjustment Determination for this 
application be corrected and that the published patent indicate the correct Patent Term Adjustment of
